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Town To Relieve 
North Andover’s 
Polluted Thirst

Selectmen Monday night unanimously 
voted to authorize Town Manager Ken- 
neth Mahony to sell water to North And- 
over and to make any connections 
needed for a hook-up between the towns. 

“IT put this on (the agenda) so that I 
have the authority, should they request,”’ 
explained Mahony. He said that North 
Andover had not yet asked for the serv- 
ice, which has been discussed as a possi- 
ble alternative to that town’s use of its 
own giardia-contaminated water supply. 

According to Robert McQuade, the 
head of Andover’s Department of Public 
Works, the actual process of sharing wa- 
ter would be “‘fairly simple. On our side, 
it’s easy,’’ he said. ‘There is some work 
that has to be done on the North Andover 
side.”’ 

McQuade said that connections be- 
tween the two towns had already been 
put in place during one of the Andover 
system’s more recent upgradings. 
Among other easily-made additions 
which will have to be made to the And- 
over system, he said, will be double sets 
of check valves. These, together with the 
comparatively higher water pressure in 
Andover, will ensure that there will be no 
back-wash of North Andover’s water, he 
explained. 

North Andover’s executive secretary, 
Keith Bergman, attended the meeting. 
‘I appreciate the support that Andover 
is giving us, as evidenced by the vote,” 
he said. He said that it is likely that 
North Andover will have to rely on And- 
over; “It appears now that next Tues- 
day, there will be a definitive plan put 
before the DEQE (State Department of 
Environmental Quality Engineering) 
that will feature interconnections with 
Haverhill, Lawrence and Andover,’’ he 
said. 

As to when North Andover taps would 
actually run water from the three neigh- 
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boring communities, Bergman said that 
the time would depend upon construction 
necessary to make the connection. ‘I 
would say it should be a matter of 
weeks,”’ he speculated. 

According to Mahony, Andover al- 
ready sells water to Tewksbury and 
North Reading, and has augmented the 
Lawrence system in past emergency sit- 
uations. 

Prior to the vote, which brooked vir- 
tually no discussion, McQuade presented 
an update on Andover’s water system. It 
included a brief history of the system, a 
slide presentation, and a videotaped tour 
of the Haggetts Pond treatment plant. 

According to McQuade, Andover’s wa- 
ter budget has grown from a $9,700 sti- 
pend, raised in 1886 for connections to 
protect the downtown from fire, to a 1986 
total of roughly $1.25 million. The town’s 
water consumption, too, has grown: 
from approximately 2,000,000 gallons per 
day in 1958, to a 1986 range of 5 to 11 
million. 

Andover’s water comes from the Fish 
Brook, Haggetts Pond and, when war- 
ranted, the Merrimack River, said Mc- 
Quade. It is exposed to the air and sun in 
Haggetts Pond, then pumped into the 
treatment plant. 

There, it passes through screens, is 
chemically treated, and is subjected to 
sedimentation, filtration, aeration and 
other treatments to render it free from 
both visible pollutants and microorga- 
nisms. 

The combination of pretreatment with 
alum (which induces pollutants to coagu- 
late and, ultimately, settle out), filtra- 
tion, chlorination and detention of 
treated water in a 2,000,000-gallon under- 
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Several billion years from now the sun 
will be two and a half times brighter than 
it is today.

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Teaching Couple To Retire After 
Combined 63 Years Of Service

To look at them, you wouldn’t guess 
that Agnes and Robert Devejian have 
taught a combined total of more than 63 
years. 

There is little grey in her brown hair, 
and much amusement in her dark eyes. 
She has a presence, a self-assurance, 
that seems to fit the dynamic purple of 
her sweater. 

He is trim, with amiable good looks 
that belie his 64 years. His manner is qui- 
et, thoughtful, but too down-to-earth to 
be stereotyped as professoral. 

He is, however, a professor. And she is 
an elementary school teacher. At the end 
of this school term, Agnes and Robert 
Devejian are both retiring—he, from the 
University of Lowell, where he has 
taught mathematics for 37 years; she, 
from the Andover school system, where 
she has worked for 26 years as a teacher, 
primarily of first grade. 

Agnes, who was born in Biddeford, 
Me., went to Bates College and received 
her Masters in Education from Sim- 
mons. Robert, a Haverhill native, holds a 
B.S. from Tufts and an M.S. from Boston 
University. Their history as a team be- 
gan in the early fifties, at a dance spon- 
sored by an Armenian students’ 
association. 

“It’s amazing how your life can 
change in just a moment,’”’ Robert 
muses. He had been out ‘‘cruising’’ with 
friends that night; one of them had re- 
marked that there was a dance in 
Swampscott. He had agreed to go. 

There, Robert met Agnes. Although 
she taught elementary school in Everett 
at the time, she had told him she worked 
in the State House. ‘“I’d made up my 
mind I wasn’t going to tell anyone I was 
a teacher,’’ she explains. People, she 
felt, were quick to lump teachers into a 
less-than-flattering stereotype. 

The ruse did not last long, once Robert 
told her that he was a teacher at Lowell, 
which was then Lowell Textile Institute. 

They were married 32 years ago. Two 
years later, they moved to Andover. 
“‘When we came here,’’ Agnes says, “‘it 
was really country.” 

In town, Agnes first taught at West El- 
ementary—which, 26 years ago, was vas- 
tly different from the West that is now 
Andover’s largest grammar school. “‘It 
was a small school,’”’ she remembers. ‘“‘It 
had just 18 classrooms.”’ 

Four years later, she transferred to 
Sanborn School, where she taught spe- 
cial education and, finally, first grade. 
Agnes is still enthusiastic about San- 
born—which, unlike West, has remained 
a small school by Andover standards. 
“It’s a close-knit school, with only 24 
classrooms, with parents who care a 
lot,’’ she says. 

When Robert came to Lowell Textile in 
1949, it, too, was “very small—very inti- 
mate. It was just one or two buildings,”’ 
he says, and, as the name implies, it spe- 
cialized in giving its students a textile- 


oriented education. In addition to teach- 
ing, he also worked in an administrative 
assistant capacity, setting up math pro- 
grams to meet the demands of the school 
as it grew into Lowell Technical Insti- 
tute. 

In 1966, he was promoted to full 
professorship. He now coordinates 
classes in Calculus and Differential 
Equations that serve more than 2000 so- 
phomore-level students per year. 

Although the small textile college at 
which he started has grown into a Uni- 
versity, Robert feels that his teaching 
job has changed little over his 37-year 
career. For a professor, he conce- 
des,‘‘The emphasis is much more today 
on research and publishing, than upon 
contributions to teaching and curric- 
ulum. But the mathmatics of it doesn’t 
change. Calculus is still calculus.” Nei- 
ther, he says, has the nature of the stu- 
dent changed. ‘“‘We have a high caliber of 
students—with S.A.T. scores of average 
or above average,”’ he says. ‘The kids 
are still the same, both good and bad.” 

The Devejians form a sort of mutual 
admiration society. When Robert says 
that he would like to be remembered, 
simply, as ‘‘a good teacher,’’ Agnes is 
quick to assert that he is. “I’ve heard it 
from parents of his students,’’ she adds. 

The head of his math department, Dr. 
Alan Doerr, agrees. ‘‘He’s probably best 
known for his outstanding teaching,” he 
says. ‘“‘He always ranks high in student 
evaluations. We have a lot of very good 
teachers—he’s one of the best. His 
classes are usually very large, filled with 
students who seek him out.”’ 

Robert, in turn, gives his wife high 
grades. ‘‘Just listen to people talk about 
her,”’ he says with obvious pride. 
‘“There’s no question that she’s an excel- 
lent teacher. 

For her own part, Agnes says, “‘I want 
them to write, ‘She really cared for her 
students’. I feel that a child will learn 
despite poor or good teaching. What I’ve 
always wanted to teach is the love of 
learning.” 

According to Gene Frulla, principal at 
Sanborn, she does her job well. ‘She 
really cares about her children,” he 
says. ‘‘She cares that they achieve; she 
arranges her work so that she has time 
each day for each child. She works close- 
ly with the parent to try to get the best 
out of each child.” 

And, he adds, ‘‘She’s a great woman— 
I’ve enjoyed working with her.” 

Both Agnes and Robert admit that 
they’ve thoroughly enjoyed their ca- 
reers. But there comes a time, as Robert 
says, when “‘I’d got to the point where I’d 
had enough. Not in any negative sense; 
as I said, I’ve enjoyed every minute of 
it 

‘“‘T remember when I first entered tea- 
ching,”’ says Agnes. ‘‘And I saw teachers 
who'd been there 20 years—it seemed so 
long!’’ She laughs. ‘‘I thought, ‘I’ll never

do that.’ ”’ 

But she did. And not, she says wryly, 
for the money. ‘“‘It’s very gratifying be- 
cause my colleagues are wonderful. And- 
over is very fortunate to have the caliber 
of teachers it has.” 

But even under the best of circum- 
stances, Agnes admits, teaching is a 
stressful job. She tells about a fellow tea- 
cher—one known for her honesty, which 
often overcomes her tact. “‘Once she told 
me, ‘Oh, I saw so-and-so. You know, af- 
ter a year of retirement, she looks won- 
derful!’ Then she looked at me—”’ Agnes 
grins—‘‘And she said, ‘Ag, I can’t wait to 
see you!’”’ 

With increasing frequency, Agnes now 
finds herself reading about the ap- 
proaching marriages of her former first- 


grade students. ‘‘It’s time to leave,”’ she 
says. ‘‘I don’t want to have their kids.”’ 

To this, Robert adds his own tale of 
woe, about meeting a student whose face 
looked familiar. ‘‘I asked him, ‘Did your 
brother go to Lowell?’ and he said, ‘No— 
my father did.’ ”’ 

“T should tell you the real reason I’m 
retiring,” says Agnes. ‘‘I’m not going to 
let him stay home alone and wave good- 
bye to me in the morning.”’ 

What do you do, when you retire from 
a lifestyle that for the last 26 or 37 years 
has focused upon teaching? 

‘‘We’re not joining the ‘great migra- 
tion’ (to Florida),” says Robert. ‘For

THE CONVECTION OVEN 


When moving air is added to an 
oven, the result is a convection 
oven. Unlike a radiant oven, a con 
cealed fan circulates heated air in a 
constant flow. As a result, the mov 
ing air strips away the cold air 
around the food which acts as a 
thermal barrier. Heat reaches all 
parts of the oven more evenly. For 
some foods, such as large turkeys 
there is a dramatic reduction in the 
time needed for baking and roasting 
As a general rule, oven temperature 
can be reduced 25 degrees when 
pre-heating the oven.

Survives Boating 
Accident 


An Andover man was one of four who survived 
40 minutes in the icy waters and subsequent hy- 
pothermia, when a wave capsized their 25-foot 
Old Town Fishing boat on Sunday morning, 
throwing them into the 38-degree waters where 
the Merrimack River flows into the Atlantic 
Ocean. 

Salvatore Messina, 24, 44 River St., was listed 
as the owner and operator of the boat. He was 
treated and released from Anna Jacques Hospi- 
tal, Newburyport, on Sunday. 

Messina was fishing with four other men, Mi- 
chael Chinn, 26, a Hawaii native, who is em- 
ployed as a manager for a condominium 
conversion project at 50 Commonwealth Ave., 
Boston, is still missing. The search for Chinn 
has been hampered throughout the week by 
crashing 10-foot waves and strong tidal cur- 
rents, according to Coast Guard officials;

All four of the 
men suffered from hypothermia from exposure 
to the icy ocean water. 


The five men were fishing in the mouth of the 
Merrimack that flows between the rock jetties 
at Salisbury and Plum Island when the accident 
occured about 10 a.m. on Sunday, according to 
the Coast Guard. 


When the men set out on Sunday morning at 
7:30 a.m. they saw that the water was choppy 
and decided to stay inside the river mouth. 
When they saw other boats head out past the 
jetties to the open ocean, they followed, accord- 
ing to a Coast Guard spokesman. 


Three of the survivors were saved by Stephen 
and Cynthia Torkelson of Acton and Paul Sarkis- 
sian of Chelmsford, who plucked them out of the 
water, when they heard voices while turning 
around and heading back up river while on a 
‘“‘shakedown cruise’”’ on the Torkelson’s 21-foot 
fishing boat. The three men were located in 
eight to 10-foot breaking seas and hauled 
aboard.

Monday night, the Board of Selectmen 
unanimously approved the appointment 
of Deputy Chief Harold F. Hayes as And- 
over’s new fire chief.

in the lot next to the library, vehicles and 
materials used in the ongoing construc- 
tion of that institution’s new wing either 
block would-be parking or give potential 
customers the impression that free sec- 
tions of the lot are not accessible. 
DeAngelis outlined possible solutions 
to his problem that could be imple- 
mented by the town. Among them would 
be the clearing of spaces in the lot of con- 
struction materials, which would allow 
both his customers and library personnel 
to park, and the lighting of parts of the 


lot at night. ‘‘We have put a spotlight up 
that shines out,’’ he said, “but it doesn’t 
take care of the far corners of the park- 
ing area.” 


He also suggested posting two-hour 
parking in areas around his business. 

‘“‘We do have a parking problem,”’ ac- 
knowledged chairman Charles Wesson, 
adding that a newly-appointed parking 
committee would be meeting Thursday 
night. He suggested that the board turn 
DeAngelis’ suggestions over to Town 
Manager Kenneth Mahony for consider- 
ation. 


Mahony said that the library’s exten- 
sive exterior construction should be com- 
pleted by September; the lot will be 


accessible by then, and will be open to 
the public. 

For the present, however, said select- 
man Donn Byrne, ‘I would be a lot more 
comfortable if there were no non-con- 
struction parking there at this time.’’ 

‘‘That’s easy for you to say,”’ answered 
DeAngelis. 

Chairman Wesson broke in, advising 
the board that DeAngelis had come to 
them with a legitimate problem; he 
wanted to see if they could offer him a 
solution. It was the board’s duty to listen 

Reached later, Mahony said that he is 
discussing the matter with DeAngelis 
‘“We’ve been working with him,” he said 
‘but I don’t see how I can open it (the 
lot) up any more. In fact, I may have to 
close it down a little.’’ 

Contractors for the library construc- 
tion project will need more space, he 
said. In addition, because it is an active 
construction site, parking on the lot in- 
volves a certain measure of liability- 
which the town has thus far assumed. 

‘‘We’ve bent over backward to try to 
help him,” said Mahony. ‘‘And we’ll con- 
tinue to do so. We like him. He runs a 
good business down there; it certainly 
has improved the area. But there are 
other considerations.”’ 


Housing Complex 
To Replace Garage 
On Andover Line

The eight acres of land that once 
housed the Trombly Motor Coach Serv- 
ice, located on the Route 125 Bypass in 
North Andover, has been sold by Tromb- 
ly for approximately $1.8 million to the 
Charing Cross Corp., Peabody, for the 
construction of 39 luxury townhouse con- 
dominiums. 

Frank Trombly, who gave up his char- 
ter and Greater Lawrence-to-Boston bus 
service, last year, will now be running 
school buses only. Trombly has owned 
the land since 1971. The 130 by 140 foot 
building that now contains approxi- 
mately four buses and mechanical equip- 
ment, will be removed, according to 
Philip Singleton of Charing Cross. 

The sale was finalized last week, fol- 
lowing a unanimous vote at the North 
Andover town meeting that allowed the 
parcel to be rezoned from industrial use 
to residential use. 

Merrimack College officials, whose 
land adjoins Trombly’s, were asked if 
they would be interested in the land, but 
declined, according to Singleton. 

If Charing Cross receives the go ahead 


from North Andover’s Planning Board 
and Conservation Commission, construc- 
tion should begin around the beginning of 
August, with a completion date set for a 
year from then. 

Charing and Cross are looking into two 
routes for water and sewage that would 
be supplied from the town of North And- 
over. The company plans to build the 39 
units on four acres of the land, with the 
remaining four comprising a walking 
trail and land set aside to protect the 
wetlands. The town houses, which will be 
designed by C.S.S. Architects of Wake- 
field, will run about 1500 square feet and 
have a loft effect. The actual design has 
not been firmed up yet. The asking price 
will be approximately $275,000. The sale 
will be handled by the Howe Real Estate 
Agency Inc., Punchard Avenue, And- 
over. 

Trombly has at least three months to 
find a place for the four buses and equip- 
ment that are located in the building on 
the site and does not foresee a problem 
finding a location for them, according to 
Mary Emma Trombley

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A Possible Solution 


Andover officials gave permission this week to 
assist North Andover with the solution of their 
water woes on a temporary basis. 

As it has done with other communities, notably 
Tewksbury and North Reading, Andover will sup- 
ply North Andover with water until such time as 
the problems with the water quality there is re- 
solved. 

North Andover is in the process of planning for 
construction of a water treatment plant which 
will not be on line for at least two to two and one- 
half years, which actually means the town will be 
faced with continued problems during that peri- 
od. 

In light of that, an interesting point arises- - - 
one which could resolve a multitude of problems 
for our neighbor and possibly lead to some econ- 
omies at home. 

With the Andover treatment plant on line and 
supplying the millions of gallons of water daily to 
not only its own community but others as well, 
isn’t it conceivable that a permanent arrange- 
ment could be made to permanently supply North 
Andover. 

Having appropriated funds a year ago at town 
meeting for the proposed treatment plant, it is 
practically a foregone conclusion that by the time 
the town gets around to awarding a contract, 
North Andover will find the project underfunded. 

Andover’s plant is currently scheduled for ex- 
pansions and improvement through funds pro- 
vided at last year’s town meeting. Further 
expansion could be implemented with North And- 


over funding to further enhance the filtration op- 
eration. 

North Andover funds available could also be 
applied to expansion of pipelines where nec- 
essary and to provide protective measures where 
needed. 

When Andover’s plant was initially funded sev- 
eral years ago, federal funds assisted in the con- 
struction. In order to obtain those funds the town 
had to sign an agreement with the federal gov- 
ernment that the facility would serve as a region- 
al resource, if proven necessary. 

While that provision may have been for emer- 
gency use only, certainly the facility seems capa- 
ble of meeting the needs of both Andover and 
North Andover on a permanent basis. 

The result of the merger, born of necessity, 
could well result in an economical solution to a 
difficult problem. 


North Andover would probably realize some 
savings over the long run by avoiding the neces- 
sity of major construction of a treatment plant. 
Andover would realize some savings in their ex- 
pansion program. 

Overall, both communities would realize sav- 
ings in staffing and maintenance of a major 
water system. 


Frankly, it seems like something both commu- 
nities should seriously explore in the interests of 
resolving a serious problem in North Andover in 
a manner which could be mutually benefical to 
both towns.

There 
are already about 80 members in the club whose shares 
amount to over 150 and new members are still joining. 


50 Years Ago — May 1911 

The Board of Selectmen has called a special town meet- 
ing for the evening of May 31 at 7:30 p.m. to see if the town 
will change its vote on the P.W.A. project so that the trea- 
surer may borrow from the banks rather than from the 
Federal Government. This will permit the town to proceed 
at a faster rate on the project, since the treasurer will be 
enabled to borrow immediately. 

The local playstead ball retrieving problem was settled 
Wednesday evening at a special meeting of the Board of 


Public Works. Each team hereafter is to appoint some 
responsible man to retrieve the balls, thus eliminating the 
payment of $1 per night to a B.P.W. employee. The board 
will continue to see that the bases are taken in nights. 

Dr. Jesse B. Davis of Ballardvale, who is well known as 
the author of ‘‘Moral and Vocational Guidance,”’ recently 
spoke to a group of young men on ‘Planning for Your 
Job.’’

25 Years Ago — May 1936 

A special town meeting has been summoned for June 8 
in Memorial Auditorium to act on the withdrawal from the 
Essex County Mosquito Control Project. The Selectmen 
unanimously voted to call the meeting—which requires a 
quorum of 350 voters—after receiving a letter from the 
Finance Committee recommending that procedure. 

An effort will be made by the Selectmen to have a school 
bus alleviate the children’s pedestrian problem on Beacon 
Street. Residents of the street appeared before the Select- 
men Monday night to present their case for lessening the 
truck traffic on the street where there are no sidewalks. 
One Beacon Street resident was at last week’s meeting 
when residents of Canterbury Street argued that they 
should not have any of the trucking from the Country Club 
gravel pit on their residential street.

ADVERSE POSSESSION 


The law has made a 
public policy decision that 
land should be used, and 
not lie idle. This is the un- 
derlying reason for a prin- 
ciple known as “adverse 
possession”. This means 
that if you use land as your 
own - even though you 
don't have a deed or other 
title document - you will 
eventually become _ its 
owner 


This legal principle does 
not come into operation in 
cases where the land is 
being leased or rented, or if 
permission in any other way 
is given by the true owner. 
Rather, the use of the land 
by the one claiming adverse 
possession must meet all of 
these requirements: the 
possession must be open, 


continuous (for the 
minimum period in each 
State, usually 15 to 20 
years) exclusive, adverse, 
and notorious. An occasion- 
al use of the land is not 
sufficient to ripen into title 
by adverse possession.

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Efficient Lighting Saves Money 


Turning on the lights is one of the most automatic things 
we do at home—so automatic, in fact, that we often fail to 
use lighting efficiently. By planning your lighting needs, 
choosing specific lights for specific needs and purchasing 
light bulbs wisely, you can keep your living space bright 
while at the same time cut down on your energy use and 


lighting is something to consider. It produces up to five 
times as much light for the same energy and lasts 10 to 20 
times longer than incandescent bulbs. Over the long run, 
fluorescent bulbs habe been found to actually cost less 
than incandescents.

Lighting is one of the best values for the money when it 
comes to electricity. A 100-watt light bulb uses about one 
kilowatt-hour of electricity when lighted for ten hours. In 
sae apelogey an electric range surface unit will use as 
much as 23 kilowatt-hours, the oven as much as 32, a 
washer as much as 5 and a dryer as much as 50. Overall, 
lighting represents abut 10 percent of the total electricity 
used n the average home. You can increase the efficiency 
of lighting in your home and lower monthly bills by under- 
standing all of the options available. 

Quality lighting is designed to give the most useful light 
output for each unit of energy input. In buying a light 
bulb, you should be aware of three ratings: watts, lumens 
and bulb life. 

Watts measure the amount of electricity that goes into 
the bulb, not the amount of light you necessarily get out of 
it. The brightness of the bulb does not always reflect the 
wattage. 

Lumens measure the actual light output, which is the 
bulb’s brightness. The more lumens, the brighter the bulb. 
The amount of light needed to illuminate a home is about 
five to 60 lumens for outdoors (at night), 60 to 125 lumens 
for indoors and 600 to 1000 lumens for specific tasks. 

The bulb life is the length of time before the filament is 
expected to burn out. Standard bulbs, which last about 750 
hours and generally cost less to buy, provide more light 
than long life bulbs, which burn for about 2500 hours and 
cost more. For example, a standard bulb might produce 
1750 lumens, while a long life bulb may only produce 1470 
lumens, or 20 percent less brightness. 

Understanding these facts can help you purchase bulbs 
for your home more wisely. Consider exactly how the bulb 
will be used. How much light do you really need? How 
much money do you want to spend? How often do you 
want to change the bulb? For example, it often is more 
efficient to spend a little more for a long life bulb for a 
hard-to-reach place, such as an outside fixture or closet 
ceiling where maximum light is not needed. The key is to 
plan your lighting purchases to fit your specific needs.

For three-way fixtures, the major producers offer two- 
way fluorescent lighting delivering the brightness level of 
a 50-watt and 100-watt incandescent, but doing it on 16 and 
44 watts. 

Manufacturers now produce fluorescent lights in bulbs 
which emit “‘soft white’’ light and work well in home liv- 
ing areas. Regular fluorescent bulbs emit a somewhat 
harsher ‘cool white’ light and are appropriate for the 
garage, workshop, basement and attic. 

Any household ceiling fixture can be converted to a fluo- 
rescent light with new fluorescent fixtures. The tubes for 
these fixtures are available in 22, 32 and 40-watt sizes that 
lasts 10 to 25 times longer than incandescent bulbs. 

The Edison Elctric Institute offers these additional sug- 
gestions in making efficient use of lighting in your home. 

e Always turn off unnecessary lights. Even if a light is 
turned off for 15 minutes, there can be a saving in both 
energy and money. For example, 100-watt light bulb 
turned off for two hours in an unused room each evening 
for one month will save six kilowatt hours of electricity or 
about 25-30 cents worth of electicity. Multiply that amount 
by all the unnecessary light bulbs left on each month and 
you may run into a significant amount of money. 

¢ Dimmers, which allow you to control the brightness of 
a light fixture, also can save you energy and money. A 
dimmer can be permanently installed to replace a wall 
switch, as a substitute for a regular light socket or in feed- 
through switches that fit anywhere on a cord. Dimmers 
are appropriate in areas where varying light levels are 
desired. 

e Timers are primarily used as safety devices to turn 
lights on and off at various hours when the house is va- 
cant. If you forget to turn off lights, a timer will remem- 
ber for you. Timers plug into a regular wall socket or 
come as a separate unit with the lamp plugged directly 
into the timer. 

¢ ‘Three-way bulbs provide three levels of light. For 
greatest savings, use the lowest level of light for television 
viewing and conversation and the higher levels for tasks 
like reading or sewing.

Home Budget 


Saving Ideas 


Consumers can use less en- 
ergy and save money by taking 
a close look at how they use en- 
ergy at home. This can be 
achieved by following a few en- 
ergy saving tips: 

¢ Set the furnace thermostat 
between 65 and 70 degrees in 
winter and at least five degrees 
lower when sleeping or away. 
Higher heating temperatures 
are recommended where the 
sick, elderly or infants reside. In 
summer, set the air conditioner 
thermostat at 78 to 80 degrees. 

¢ A water heater is a major 
energy user, according to the 
American Gas Association. Try 
a lower thermostat setting. In- 
stall water flow restrictors in 
shower heads and faucets—they 
cut hot water use without affect- 
ing family comfort. When re- 
placing a water heater, choose 
an energy-efficient model. 

¢ Fully load clothes dryers 
and diswashers to save energy. 
Turn off unnecessary lights and 
appliances. 


¢ Consumers on a low or fixed 
income are eligible to apply for 
federal money to assist in pay- 
ing utility bills. Don’t ignore 
payments if you are late—call 
the utility. It may have a budget 
plan to help. 

e Clan or replace filters as 
needed in heating and cooling 
systems. Close vents in unused 
rooms and insulate ducts and 
pipes in unheated spaces. Keep 
direct sunlight out of living 
spaces in summer, but let in 
during winter; it helps warm 
the room. 

¢ Attics and their doors should 
be insulated to the recommend- 
ed level. Find out what the level 
is at a store that sells inslation. 
Check under floors, around 
basements, crawl spaces and 
foundation walls for for ad- 
equate insulation, too. And exte- 
rior walls may need insulation. 
Consider purchasing storm win- 
dows and doors or doublepaned 
glass to keep in heat and air con- 
ditioning. 


Energy Saving Tips 


Fully load clothes dryers and dishwashers to save en- 
ergy. Turn off unnecessary lights and appliances. 

Attics and their doors should be insulated to the recom- 
mended level.

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Your Home: Buying And Selling Tips 


The search for a new home takes time, patience and 
most importantly, skill. Research shows that the average 
home buyer looks at 12 different properties before making 
a new home purchase. Such factors as location of the 
home, its energy efficiency, size, design and proximity to 
schools, work and shopping are carefully weighed before 
a final decision is made. 

If you’re currently in the market for a new home, it’s 
important that you make a thorough inspection of the one 
you’ve chosen prior to purchase. Naturally there’ll be dif- 
ferent items to look for depending on whether you’re con- 
sidering an older home or a new one, but the key areas for 
you to check are structural stability, energy efficient 
qualities and plumbing and heating systems. With the in- 
vestment of a little time, you can do a good inspection job 
on your own. The CertainTeed Home Institute recom- 
mends usng the following checklist if you’re considering 
buying a home: 

Roof and gutters: Look carefully to make sure shingles 
are in good condition. Check to see that gutters are not 
rusted, bent or non-existent.

Nearly 3/4 of all home buyers in a recent national home- 
buying survey conducted by the National Association of 
Realtors, cited an energy efficient home, one that con- 
sumes energy wisely, as a very important factor in their 
purchasing decision.

Save Consumers 


Painting, caulking, weather stripping, insulation, storm 
windows and the replacement of old appliances, including 
heating and cooling systems, are all good ways to save 
energy and reduce utility bills. 

Consumers faced with the major investment of replac- 
ing a home heating system should select the most effi- 
cient, cost effective heating system, according to the 
American Gas Association. 

According to Department of Energy statics, natural gas 
heating systems are highly efficient and natural gas is 
priced about 30 percent below heating oil and up to four 
times less than electric heat on a national average basis. 

New natural gas furnaces have efficiencies of up to 97 
percent. Other features include automatic vent dampers 
which prevent warm air from escaping up the chimney 
when the furnace is off, more efficient burners and heat 
transfer technology. This keeps the house warmer for 
longer periods of time, saving gas and money because the 
heating system is required to run less, A.G.A. says. 

Except in extremely cold weather, a furnace does not 
run constantly. It cycles on and off to maintain the tem- 
perature called for by the thermostat. When the furnace is 
off, some of the heated air in the house moves naturally 
through the furnace and can escape up the flue. 

The vent damper, a circular metal plate fitted inside the 
flue pipe, operated by a moter linked to the furnace’s con- 
trols, closes off this escape route. 

When the thermostat calls for heat and the furnace goes 
on, the damper opens. When the furnace shuts off, the 
damper closes, keeping the warm air from escaping. 
Since the house cools off at a slower rate, the thermostat 
calls for heat less often. 

New gas furnaces also save money be replacing the 
continually-burning pilot with intermittent ignition sys- 
tems. With an I.I.S., a tiny electrical spark jumps across a 
tiny gap to ignite the pilot and then the furnance. 

Only a minute amount of energy is needed with an I.1.S., 
The amount of gas saved over the lifetime of the furnace 
can be impressive. 

When compared to older gas furnaces, a new energy- 
efficient gas heating system with vent damper and I.I.S., 
can save a homeowner hundreds of dollars in lifetime op- 
erating costs, according to A.G.A. studies.

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Caulking Saves Money 
In Summer Months 


Just because warm weather is here doesn’t mean your 
home’s air leak problems are over. Those same leaks that 
allowed cold air into your home during the winter also let 
warm air in during the summer, which is not what you 
want, considering the high cost of air conditioning. 

There are four areas in a home where air leaks are most 
likely to occur: between the foundation and sole plate, at 
wall outlets and in the duct system and around windows. 
After carefully examining your home for air leaks, take 
time to caulk. 

To stop those persistent air leaks, seal them with a du- 
rable and cost-effective caulk such as Geocel Exterior 
Caulking Sealant.
